"Crop Insurance" 
to Aid Tenant in 
Purchase of Farm 


Terms'of Bankhead-Jones 


Federal Tenancy Act 


Explained Here 


LOANS FOR COUNTY 


Hempstead One of Areas 


in Which Tenants Will 


Be Given Aid 


- The Bnnkhcad-Jones farm 
tenant 


purchase loans to be made in this 
county by the Farm Security Admin- 
istration during the next few months, 
will embody a variation of the crop 
insurance idea that might be termed 
a "pay as you harvest" amortization 
plan. 


It involves annual amortization pay- 


ments varying in direct proportion 
with the yield and market prices of the 
principal crops grown. 
It 
provides 


for the payment of large sums in 
years 
of abundant production and 


favorable prices so that payments can 
be reduced when prices or production 
falls below normal. 


As insurance companies base their 


rates on mortality averages, the re- 
payment plan will be based on the 
average yield of the farm involved and 
the average market price of cash crops 
(frown over a period of several years. 


Under provisions of the Bankheod- 


Jones measure, from five to ten care- 
fully selected tenant farmers in each 
of the designated counties will be made 
loans to enable each to purchase a 
family size farm of accepted value and 
mske essential repairs or improve- 
ments. 


•10 Years to Repay 


The farmer J)iny be given as long 


us 40 years to repay the loan, the un- 
paid balance bearing three per cent 
interest. 
Annual amortization pay- 


ments, when spread over 40 years, will 
run about 4.3 per cent of the total 
loan. In other words, a tenant who 
borrows J3.500 will owe approximately 
J151 per year, not including taxes and 
insurance. That would lie the normal 
annual payment. 


Bui suppose Ihe year isn't normal? 


That's where the "pay as you can 
harves" plan comes in. 77ie average- 
year p-jyment of J151 is payable only 
when Ihe cash crop or crops are 
average in price and yield. For ex- 
-ample, assume that cotton is the cash 
crop; that the normal yield, over a 
period of live years on the farm, has 
averaged 310 pounds of lint per acre; 
that Ihe price of cotton has averaged 
10 cents per pound for the same per- 
iod of time. If the farmer makes 310 
pounds of cotton per acre and sells it 
for 
10 cents a pound, his annual 


amortization payment will be $151 at 
the end of that year. If he enjoys a 
good growing season, however, and 
exceeds his average base yield, or if 
the price i.s higher than the 10-ccnl 
average, be will owe a proportion- 
ately higher payment. If be exper- 
iences 
unfavorable 
production 
or 


mirke-i prices below the established 
average, his payment will be propor- 
tionately less. 


The scheme provides for computing 


the average income on more than one 
cash crop where cash income is de- 
rived from more than one source. A 
farm, for example, may derive cash 
income from cotton and truck crops. 
The relative importance of these two 
crops will be determined and the av- 
erage yield and price will be determin- 
ed for both, thus arriving at a com- 
mon base on which amortization pay- 
ments will be made. 


The plan will allow the average 


farmer lo emulate the squirrel by 
storing a reserve in good weather for 
use when the going is rough. Over

To Set Up Reserves 


"A study of farm tenancy in 
t.,v. 


South reveals clearly that one of the 
contributing factors is the lack of 
fluvibility in ordinary purchase agree- 
ments," he said. "The average "ten- 
ant who buys a farm does so on a 
credit and with little or no surplus 
held in reserve to meet an emergency. 
He will meet his fixed payments reg- 
ularly so long as production and mar- 
ket prices arc average or belter, but 
he will usually fall hopelessly he- 
hind when an unfavorable year knocks 
a hole in his expected income. In some 
cases, the farmer is foreclosed, losing 
his hard-won equity mid returning 
hopelessly to tenancy. 


"The Farm Security Administration 


hopes to lessen, if not eliminate this 
hazard by making annual payments 
vary with the farmer's annual in- 
come. 


A. H. Wade has the application 


blanks at his office und urges all ten- 
ant farmers, who arc interested in 
making application, do so immediately, 
as the deadline on receiving applica- 
tions will probably be about Uie mid- 
dle of February.

Brain Concussion Cases Increasing as Result of More 


Automobile Collisions 


(No. 430) 


Eofore the- coming of the motor car 


and sudden, collisions on the highways, j 
concussions were not nearly as fre- | 
quent as they art now. 


The important factor, whenever there 


is a blow or an injury to the head, 
is the amount of damage done to the 
brain. Even a slight crack of the skull 
is not SS imjjcrtant as the pressure 
that may result from the bleeding in- 
side the skull that occurs when the 
crack takes place. 


The visible evidence mat the- skujl 


is cracked is an evidence of the de- 
gree of the damage because it takes a 
consulprabl* arnount of force to crack 
a skuJJ. 


It the brain itself is pressed upon by 


the fragments of the bone or if the tis- 


- sue of the brain is torn, in an accident, 


the condition, is obviously most serious. 
There is also great danger of pressure 
en the tissue of the brain by the blood 
that may get loose under the skull. 


This blood may form itself outside 


the envelope or casing of the brain or 
it may (be just under the envelope, 
or it may appear from vessels inside 
the brain. 


In each case the effects vary accord- 


ing tii the place at which the pressure 
occurs. Pressure stops the flow of 


oxygen to the tissues and the lack of 
a supply of oxygen means degenera- 
tion ami if long continued, death. 


A concussion has been defined as a 


paralysis of the. functions of the brain 
following a blow on the head. The per- 
son who has had a concussion is un- 
conscious, breathes with a shallow 
respiration, has a rapid pulse and low 
blood pressure, and the skin feels cold 
and clammy. 


A concussion may be brief so that 


recovery occurs within 24 hours but 
the- damage afttr the concussion may 
be i.n fieriuus that recovery may not 
'•ccur io promptly. On regaining his 
'.(.'rues after a concussion the patient 
ia unable to remember anything that 
happened during the time when con- 
ociou.ines.s was lost. 


A.-; recovery occurs, the blood pres- 


sure rises, the temperature rises, the 
pulse improves and when the patient 
finally regains consciousness, he will 
ask where he is arid be able to answer 
o;ue£tions. 


In certain case:-; the surface of the 


brain is severely bruised. In such 
cases, known a.s contusions, the pa- 
tient does not recover consciousness 
but remains stuporous, restless arid 
irritable.

WASHINGTON.--All this talk of the 


United States building ";, ,,avy .second 
to none" boils down t;> this: Uncle 
Sam is getting into the naval rearma- 
ment race--five years Ix'hind the lead- 
ers.

ing to iinava Itreaty was signed in 1(121. ; 


That treaty baited the maddest build- | 


ing race the world bad seen 
until 


then, ami established the ratio among 
the three leading naval powers at 
!i-. 
r>-:j. It meant Great Britain and the 


United States each could maintain 15 
battleships to Japan's !l, and the rest of 
their fleets in like proportion. 


The British and Japanees were hap- 


py to sign on the dotted line back in 
1921. because the race was getting 
tough, and Uncle Sam was about to go 
away out in front with the mightiest !

Mellon Institute scientist, who did the 
research, the secret of a good shave 
is water.

Gray or while hair is most, 
water-resistant. 


Soap suds or lather contain more 


.ban 98 per cent waler, Casselman says, 
and most brushless shaving creams^ 
are 65 to 75 per cent waler. 


"Don't be fooled by deep lather," 


he warns. "Shavers often think deep 
-ather hastens the softening ..of the' 
beard when in reality it's the. washing, 
water and soap that soften, whiskers."

On Sunday, June 28. Washington 
intercepted the march at Mon- 
mouth. 


The day was insufferably hot; 


59 British soldiers died o£ heat 
prostration. Both men and horses 
were sunstruck, But at 96 in the 
shade Molly carried her pitcher. 
She was standing near her hus- 
band, a gunner, when 
he 
fell. 


Quickly Molly took his place and 
there she stayed, firing round after 
round, until reinforcements came 
at last. 


Washington decorated Molly for 


her bravery and in 1928 a Mon- 
mouth commemorative stamp was 
issued. This was the ordinary 
two-cent stamp of the current U. 
S. series, 
surcharged 
with the 


name "Molly Pitcher."
